Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 13, 14 and 16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to tech or suggest in combination with the remaining claimed limitation of a 
timer operable to initiate a timing interval in response to the motion detector, and a control 
circuit responsive to signals from the timer to operate the electronic switch to connect the battery 
to the load device only during the timing interval in claim 13, claims 14 and 16 are allowed since 
they are dependent on claim 13.
